My Averill said, are some other 

types of beneficiaries, illustrat- 
ing the broad family protection 
that the social security program 
provides workers of all ages. 
Some are children of retired, 
disabled, or deceased workers 
who became disabled before 
they reached 22 and who will 
probably never be able to work 
and sel -supporting. 
The monthly benefits of these 
young people, severely handi- 
capped by physical or mental 
disabilities, wil! continue in- 
definitely. Benefits are also 
payable to the mother if the 
disabled son or daughter is in 
the mother's care. 

Mr, Averill gaid that anather 
relatively smal! but significant 
group of youthful social se- 
curity beneficiaries are those 
who are receiving benefits as 
disabled workers. . 

Since December 1973, Mr. 
Averill said, social security 
benefits have increased 11 
percent, with 7 percent of the 
amount payable in March 1974, 
and 4 percent in June 1974.
